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Hofe who obferve the Courfe of the pub- 
lick News may call to mind, that about 
2 Months ago a Letter was publith’d 
written by Count Piper, the King of 
Sweden’s chiei Minifter, to the Magi- 
ftrates of Dantzick, in which that Minifter demand- 
ed that 2 Polith Lords of King Auguftus’s Party, who 
had taken Refuge in Dantzick, thould be deliver'’d 
up. Some Accoun's have alio been given of the Pro- 
ceeding of the Magiftrates on the Receipr of that Let- 
ter ; and how upon their being {uppos’d to have con- 
niv'd at the Efcape of thofe 2 Pulith Lords our of 
their City, the Swedith Major General Meyerfeld was 
order’d wich fome Troops ro live at Difcretion on the 
Territories of Danizick. Now having receiv’d by 
the laft Mail from Holland, a Relation of that re- 
markabie Affair, written on the Gide of the Dant- 
zickers and printed at Leiden ; and finding it 
much more particular, entertaining, and inftructive, 
than all the former Accounts put together ; we pre- 
it to the Publick. 
COunt Piper co give the greater Force to thé De- 
mand he made in his Letter thar the 2 Polith 
Lords (who were the Palatines of Tiefki and Radzi- 
vic,} fhould be deliver’d up, told the Magiftrates, 
that in provecting them they participated of their 
Crimes, and had incurr’d the Punifhment due to them; 
that their Refufal to deliver them up was a Breach 
of the Obedience and Fidelity they ow’d the Repub- 
lick of Poland, and the then newly elected King 
(Srasiflaus +) And that their Privileges were liable to 
be abridg’d and even entirely abolith’d by the Repub- 
lick. 
As to the Demand of delivering up the 2 Polith 
- Lords, the Magiftrates return’d An{wer, Firft, That 
‘thofe 2 Lords had been receiv'd into their City by 
of che Rights of San@uary and Hofpitality, 
which ere held facred by all civiliz’d Nations ; and 
thar he: fh be guilty of Perfidioufnefs and fhame- 
fy! Cowardice, fhould they deliver up Men who had 
put themfelves into their Hands, in Confidence of 
their having a common Regard to thofe Rights. Se- 
condly, That they dealt no otherwife in this Matter 
‘with the King of Sweden, than they did with King 
Auguftus when the prefent War broke.out. His faid 
Polith Majefty demanded of them to deliver up the 
Swedith Commiffioner then refiding in Danrzick, or 
at leaft to expel bim the City ; but they refus’d to do 
either, tho’ King Auguftus was then in full uncon- 
-tefted Poffeffion of the Crown. Thirdly, That the 
Magiftrates of _Dantzick had conftantly maintain’d 
this Privilege ; having always refus’d the Kings of 


Poland. when they made the like Demands with this _ 


of Count Piper's, even when the Perfons demanded 
were chare’d with Crimes of High Treafon. Fourth- 
ly, Thac rhe City having no Intelligence with the 2 
Priith Lords, nor any manner of Correfpondence with 
them prejudicial “10 his Swedith Majefty’s In- 
tereft, they could not equitably be charg’d with 
the Crimes imputed.'to the faid Refugees, nor con- 
fequently be rendet’d. anfwerable for them. 
LeAly, That before. Count Piper’s Letter arriv'd, 
thoie Lords bad left Dantzick of their own accord, 
swithous or. affifted in their . Ef- 
cape, 


As for the Rights of the City, they reprefented, 
that the Republick of Poland could not without In- 
juftice and Violence, deprive Dantzick of what Dant- 
zick did not hold of the Republick ; that the City 
having joyn’d it felf to the Republick as a Member 
intirely free, had by no Means {ubmitied its Privileges 
and Prerogatives to the Difcretion of its Protectors; 
that it had referv'd to itfelf whatever was effential ro 
its Independance; and that therefore whatever 
Power the Republick fhould claim over Dantzick, 
would be an unjuft Pretention. 1 

They concluded, with affuring Count Piper, that 
the City was not in the leaft Apprehenfion of the 
King of Sweden's invading their P¥iviledges ; that 
on the contrary it look’d upon that great Monarch to 
be the beft Rampart of its Liberty ; that his Swedith 
Majefty had engag’d to protect Danrzick againft all 
thofe who fhould dare to break in upon irs Privileges; 
‘that he had given an Authentick Promife fo to do, 
under his own Royal Hand and Seal ; and that be- 
fides the City having given eff-ctual Proofs of its 
fincere Veneration and Affection for his Majefty, and 
never done any thing againft his Intereft, ic was need- 
lefs to exact new Proofs of them, for that would 
be to renew the Afflitions Dantzick had already 
undergone. 

This was the Subftance of the Magiftrates Letter. 
Count Piper inreturn fent them Word he had thew'd 
it the King his Mafter; that his Majefty had order’d 
him to fignify to them, that their Proceedings were 
inconfiftent with the Engagements into which they 
had enter'd with him the Year before ; and that 
therefore he demanded a plain Refolution from them 
whether. they would abide by and execute thofe En- 

he Magiftrares made this Reply. The King of 
Sweden has protefted to feveral forreign Potentates, 
that he will maintain the Peace and Safety of Dant- 
zick: His Majefty has folemnly promis’d us by a 
Writing fign’d with his own Hand, and feal’d with 
his own Seal, that. our City with its Territory thall 
be exempt from all Contributions and Impofitions, 
and that we fhall in no Manner be difturb’d in the 


Enjoyment of our Rights and Privileges, nor in the 
_Exercife of our Commerce : As we make no Doubt 

the King of Sweden will religioufly keep his Word, 
fo the City of Dantzick is firmly determin’d to 


charge with inviolable Exadtnefs all its Obligations, 
and to make good all its Engagements to the King 


“of Sweden and the Republick of Poland. The City 


hopes his Swedifh Majefty will be farisfied with this 


Declaration, and-not futfer any thing more to be in- 


fifted on. But if contrary to Expectation, any new 
Demand fhould be made of Dan:zick, the Magi- 
firates would have recourfe to moft humble Prayers : 
They would inireat the King of Sweden with al! 


, due Submiffior, to have Regard to the Rights of 


their City that, are founded on inconteftable Reafons. 
And promis'd themfelves, bis Swedith Vojeftv, who 
as a good Prince could nor but prefer Juftice, to all 
;things, would not take illthis Remonft:ance. 

‘The next news the Magiftrares heard, was that 
Major General Meyetield was advanc’d with 2 Re- 


‘giments of Dragoons to enter the Welder (a part of 


the Territory of Dantzick.) Al! poifihle Remonftran- 

ces were made to him to diffwade him from entring 

it, butin vain. At fir he protefted he had Order 

+¢make his Tropps obferye ftrict Difcipline, and 
exa 
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exact nothing for them bit Subfiftance. 


But the 
tlie Quantity of Provifions he demanded to be fur- 


nifh’d daily, was fufficient to maintain 3 Regiments ; 
and yet he made a Demand befides of 412, Florins 
per Diem. He declarid likewife, that his Orders 
were only to enter the Welder with his 2 Regiments ; 
this was {ome Confolation to the Dantzickers, that 
tho’ the Evil was great it did not extend far: But he 
foon cur'd them of that pleafing Errour: He impos'd 
a Taxupon the Inhabitants of the other Parts of the 
Territory of Dantzick ; making the fame Demand for 


fubfifting 2 imaginary Regiments, thac he had done 


of the Welder for thofe 2 that had-made themi{elves 
be felt.to be really there. 

In the mean time the City forbid the Peafants to 
pay any thing’; bite the Authoricy of the Swedifh 
Officer wrought incomparably more effectually upon 
them than that of their Soveraigns > He fends out 
threatening Symmons ; he will ‘burn the Houfes, 
fpoil the Corn, kill or carry off their Cartle ; he wilt 
abfolurely ruine all thofe wko will not comply with 
his Demands : Some: that were flow to obey, felc the 
Effects of his Threats ; they futter’d military Execu- 
tion: In fhort by’ this glorious Expedition M. Meyerteld 
rais’\d near 500co Crowns in Morey : Add to that 
the Subfiftance of the Men and 'Horfes; add what 
the Officers exrorted for their ftequent Peafts and 
Debauches. 


Thus under Pretente of his Mafter’s Ordets, 


Monfieur Meyerfeid treats as Rebels the Subjects of 
a free and Soveraign State; a State char betiev’a them- 
felves fecure after'a great Monarch ‘had uiade them 
buy Peace and his Protection 3a Seate char reckon’d 
Uipoh an’ undifturb’d  Tranquiliry, as long as chéy 
their Dury,,and nad his Royal Word. 
Meyerfeld; I fay, encers -he Territories of 
rhis Scare with armed Troups, Mages fome of the 
innocent Inhabirants, and impoveriines the reft by 
heavy Taxes, under Pretence of bi Mafter’s Orders: 
For the more I confider it, I am perfwaded to belreve 
is Swedith Majefty knew nothing of it. Daurzick 
§ a proreftant Cicy ; Dantzick ‘has tender’d impor- 
taht’ Service to Swéden, efpecially during the prefent 
War; By the Agteement made between the King 
6f Sweden and the Ciry of Danizick, ’tis ftipulated 
that tHe Cicy thall nor be dblig’d to act offenfively ‘for 
fig Swedith Majefty, ‘but only nor'to affitt his Ene- 
yaies with Advice ‘or Atms ; and this Neutrality is 
founded on the Promife of that Monarch (taken 
folemnly and with all juridical Precevitfons,) to main- 
tain the Liberties and Privileges’ of Dantzick. After 


{uth an’ Agreement, is it ar alllikely that Prince would - 


‘order his Major'Geteral to commit fach Violences ? 
“TE Mooficur ‘Méyerfeld had Orders from any Mi- 
‘nifter of the King of Sweden, he muft be held ex- 
usd’; for when’ military Officers are commanded 
to buror plunder, they fin put of. Duty, it feems, 
and-are the virtuous Inftraments of Wickednefs : Bar 
then I cannot help fa, i-g, for a Prince to make an ill 
Choice‘ of his Minifters, 20d mifplace his Confi- 
dence aid Authority; is ac leaft a.great Misfortune to

plead with fo much ‘Warmth, did they nor draw 
this Mifchief upon _chemfelves their own Faulr, 
had’ they~ exactlydifcharg’d the Okligations of that 
Agreement? I affirm _poficively they, had, and defy 
an) Perfon to prove thé cont“ary. Bur it may be re- 
plied, the Refuge granted to the 2 Polish Loras, was 
not chat an Infraction ofgbe Neutrality? No certain- 
ly, fay I, not eventhe fhadow of an Infraction. Did 
the City invite thofe's Refugees, did they encomage 
or afvift them wirh any thing co the Ptejudice of Swe- 


deti ? Dantzick receiv'd them wichin its Wails, (it 


may be faid ag-n,) and that’s doing a great, deal. 
But fince when, I pray, has Neutrality annull’d che 
Right of Sanctuary, that eff-ntial and iuconteftable 
Right of all Soveraigns? The Ciry of Danrzick did 


not ftipulate with the King of Sweden to fhut their
